They saw u good ililng in the site of Low- 
ell, with its great water power and they 
proceeded to develop it for theic own ad- 
vantage. 
But Lowell does not really oive 


them anything. 
On the contrary there 


ore many intelligent men in thia.-com- 
munity who hr.hl ilun It was a durkdaylor 
Lowell when the desiinira o( Lowell 
fell 


imo the hunds of tlia ini^u who bnilt the 
cotton mills ami who have through tlie 
agencies of the Locks nod Canals octopus 
controlled the industrial situation in Low- 
ell ever since.And why is this? Because the 
cotton. Industry is the cheapest and poor- 
est paid imluscry that cun come into any 
place, and cheap industries with 
cheap 


wages wi'.l make cheap people every time. 
II the industrial life of Lowell liad not 
been controlled by the cotton interests 
and the Locks aud Canals people for the 
last 50 yeard, we might today have a num- 
ber (>C highly diversified industries, pay- 
ing high wages, and our people would be 
far 
different from what they are. 
So 


much lor the so-cnlled "founders." 


Hut it appears that some of the people 


whoso pictures it is proposed to buy nre 
not even "founders." 


J,"ow let mo give you a little inside his- 


tory with .regard to this attempted steal. 
It is simply a deep scheme formulated by 
the Vesper club. 
Through means 
which 


it is naeleas now to discuss that club awal- 
lowed upthe'ConnEry clan andso'obtained 
possession oC the Country club's property 
o[ Tyngs Island for its own uses. 
Then 


it saw an opportunity for another splendid 
grab, and it coolly proceeded to swallow 
up the old and venerable Middlesex Me- 
chanics association in order that it might 
secure possession of the property 
of that 


body. It was a piece of sharp practice in 
running fl bargain and the members of the 
M. M. A. felt the matter quite keenly, but 
they were powerless. 


Only o-ue obstacle stood in the way of 


the grabbers, and that was the face that 
the M. M. A. propertj- was subject to a 
mortgage for something like 314,000. held 
Tjy the locks & Canals Co. Xo Interest 
wad charged on ihis mortgage, but the 
moment the Locks & Canals people found 
that the property was about to be diverted 
from its original purpose they insisted 
that the mortgage should be seen to. 
There wns besides H floating debt of some- 
thing like 511,000, but this could be easily 
carried if only the mortgage could be pro- 
vided for In some way. 
ft was then that 


the grabbers bncan to work, and Hnally 
the idea was ovolved of making a raid on 
the city treasury in order that the neces- 
sary amount could be secured to pay off 
tho mortgage. 
Very quietly it was given 


out that tlie portraits in the hall were 
worth fabulous amounts, though no one 
had ever attached any importance to them 
before, and when public curiosity had 
been a little excited it was given out thp.t 
the portraits would be sold aud in all 
probability taken out of the city. 
Then 


began one of the finest exhibitions of "leg- 
pulling" that one could desiro to see. The 
politicians in the club, of whom there are 
a great many, began to work and in the last 
municipal campaign this matter entered 
quite la reely. That the "politicians have been 
very successful is well shown by the sub- 
serviency with which so many of the city 
council have endorsed 
the 
sliameless 


steal- 


One thing is certain, this scheme should 


never be allowed to go through. 
If it 


should by any chauce pass the council 
the mayor should jump on it 
with botli 


feet. 
If he does not he is unworthy of 


the confidence of the 
people, and demo- 


crats should repudiate him ever 
nfter. 


Anil if it should happen to pass with or 
without the mayor's cousent, there should 
be nn injunction asked for immediately, 
for there is no doubt that -such an at- 
tempt to misappropriate the money paid 
by the people.is unconstitutional as well 
as a breach of public trust.

Then, too, the man had to poke their way 
along through the building, being unablu 
to see through i.he clouds of smoke. 


Streams of water were poured through 


every opening in the structure. 'In the 
stable, the horses, suffering • from tho ex- 
treme heat,

Middlesex street. 


Every effort was made to get the^horsoa 


out but it was o difficult task.

(lessthftD 1000 men) in Buluwayo. 


Authorities Perplexed. 


The threatened movement of the enemy 


upon the lino of comiiuiniuiitions per- 
plexes tho authorities,with che problem of 
how far they can further denude Uulu- 
miyo ot Us fighting forces to guard the 
road. The lack of certainty as to the 
wherealipnts, and tho Immediate destiuiv 
tiou of tho great mass or natives moving 
so near the cuwu, causes much dread and 
inxicty. 


The supply of provisions is diminishing 


In Buluwayo In.u constantly Increasing 
ratio, owing to the largo number of refu- 
gees, and what is more serious, doubtful 
natives that are coming lu. The dread is 
abroad among all cTit: white Inhabitants 
that these uaclvos aro hostile ilatabolcs, 
coming in under the dlsgulsa of friends, 
but meditating n treacherous outbreak in 
co-operation with an attack from without. 


The diminishing supplies make the 


keeping open of communication to the 
south doubly important, as It Is from 
there that supplies for Buluwayo must be 
looked for. i'eurs are entertained- for the 
safety o' those now on the way. ami eveu 
should these get through to Biiluwuvo, 
they nro ouly sufficient to temporarily 're- 
lievo cho necessity of keeping these road.-i 
open to the passage- of friends of tho peo- 
ple in Buluwayo.

out.
